Schools to close this fall for 


3 months

Romulus voters will have at least 
one more chance to approve an 8.5 
mill renewal package they have 
turned down twice already this 
year. The Board of Education will 
place the tax request on the ballot in 
September, either on Sept. 13 or 
14.) 

That’s the word from Supt. of 
Schools William Bedell, who 
warned this week that if the voters 
fail to approve the tax, schools will 
close in late September and will re- 
main closed until the first of the 
year. 


Voters rejected the renewal on 
June 14, leaving the district with an 
approximate $ 2*/2 million deficit. 
The latest defeat was by a 174 mar- 
gin, with some of the rejection s 
blame falling on the absentee bal- 
lots. (254 against and 87 for in an 
over-all vote of 1,367 to 1,193.) 

“If the voters don’t pass the pack- 
age in September,” said Supt. Be- 
dell. “then we will wait until we get 
through “D” day, the fourth Friday 
in September, in order to determine 
the official count in the school dis- 
trict.” 


The official school studenttabula- 
tion is necessary in order to deter- 
mine the amount of state aid for the 
school district. 

Supt. Bedell warned that “if the 
millage isn’t renewed, we have no 
alternative but to close the schools 
for at least three months to make up 
the deficit. 

Bedell said that the defeat of the 
recent millage sliced $2.6 million 
from the budget, “but it compounds 
because when you lose 8.5 mills you 
also lose some state aid. I figure it’s 
closer to $3 million that this school 


district lost.” 

He added that many of the prog- 
rams will have to be cut, but the 
Romulus Booster Club has agreed 
to come up with the funding for the 
football and girls’ basketball teams 
this fall. “However, if we close 
schools, that, too, will go down the 
drain.” 

Bedell also said that he wasn’t 
buying the argument that “people 
out of work led to the millage de- 
feat”. 

• Everyone is saying that people 
who are out of work made the differ- 


ence in the millage failure. I’m not 
sure that is true. How many people 
who voted were really out of work? I 
feel that we didn’t present the issue 
clearly enough to the residents.” 

He pointed out that Romulus 
levies 39.50 mills (one mill is $1 for 
each $1,000 of assessed property 
value) for schools. Neighboring 
Taylor levies 44.65. while the 
Wayne-Westland schools levy 47.6 
and Woodhaven charges 40.8. Only 
Van Buren has a lower levy (36.96 
mills) according to Bedell.

Tax bills will be late going out this 
year and Romulus taxpayers may 
get a two week reprieve through an 
extension of the due date, 
announced Beverly McAnally, City 
Treasurer. 

“I will ask the city council to ex- 
tend the deadline for paying taxes 
without penalty to compensate for 
j^lie delay,” McHnally s.ud. 

w “Customarily, we expect to have 
our bills by the second week of June 
at the latest,” she explained, 
“which gives all departments time 
to perform whatever functions 
necessary to get them into the 
hands of the taxpayers by July 1.” 

“This year, it is almost July and 
the county still hasn’t begun to pre- 
pare our bills, although we have 
been calling them daily for weeks 
complaining and trying to expedite 
the process, to no avail. 

“We understand that the county 
is experiencing a slowdown as a re- 
sult of tardy adoption of the levy 
coupled with a shortage of help, but 
we pay the County Bureau of Taxa- 
tion for the service with the under- 
standing that we will receive the 
bills in time to meet our deadlines,” 
McAnally added. 

A further delay will be caused by 
the Fourth cf July holiday which 
w ill close City offices on July 6. 

If tax bills are received this week, 
McAnally said, they could be pro- 
cessed and mailed by July 13, pro- 
vided other departments who have 
functions to perform can accom- 
plish their work in that time frame. 

“The Treasurer’s Office is pre- 
pared to work as long as necessary 
to process them once we receive 
them,” she stated, “but the Asses- 
sor’s office and the mail room both 
have roles to play in releasing tax 
statements and I can t speak to 
their plans.” 

• Tight money throughout all 
levels of government is causing se- 
rious cut backs in lower level per- 
sonnel w ho are the nuts and bolts of 
the system.” said McAnally, “com- 
munities pay Wayne County to pro- 
vide services such as the printing of 
tax bills and depend upon timely de- 
livery of those services in order to 
meet their commitments to the pub- 
lic, so it is irritating to read about 
high level county executives who 
draw big salaries for admittedly 
obsolete, non-productive jobs w hile 
lower paid clerical workers are laid 
off or not hired to perform crucial 
activities.”

Huron Twp. 
squelches 
landfill fear 

An angry group of Huron 
Township residents demanded 
from the Huron Township Board 
that trustees take necessary mea- 
sures to stop a proposed landfill 
from becoming a reality. 

The group received some assur- 
ances from the board which in- 
formed the citizens that they are 
ready to take legal action to stop the 
proposed site. However, a state law 
has the township handcuffed. 

The proposed landfill is planned 
for a st retch of land west of the 1-275 
Expressway, between Sibley and 
Pennsylvania Roads. Many of the 
residents erroneously believed that 
the township board supported the 
planned landfill. 

Township Supervisor Richard F. 
Sullivan squelched that belief and 
informed residents that the 
township is ready to go to court to 
stop the landfill. 

“We feel we do have recourse, but 
it’s a legal thing,” Sullivan said, 
“and we don’t want to disclose our 
course of action to the enemy, so to 
speak. 

“I really do think we have a 
strong case (in stopping the prop- 
osed site),’’ Sullivan concluded 

However, Public Act 141, takes 
the licensing of such projects out of 
the hands of local government and 
gives that power to the state. If the 
landfill owners receive state per- 
mission. local elected officials have 
little recourse but to go to court and 
hope the judicial system will re- 
solve the problem in their favor. 
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that Public Acts 641 of 1978 specifi- 
i (See LANDFILL.

Officials continue hospital fire probe 


The investigation is continuing 
this week into the cause of a late 
aflernon fire in a room on the fourth 
floor, south wing, of Annapolis Hos- 
pital in Wayne, which claimed the 
life of a 61-year-old Dearborn 
Heights man. 

The Wayne County Medical Ex- 
aminer has delayed a determina- 
tion on the cause of death of Casim- 
er Gacioch, pending the outcome of 
toxicology and further laboratory 
tests. 


The Wayne Fire Department also 
is investigating the blaze to deter- 
mine its cause, although prelimin- 
ary indications are that the bedding 
of Gacioch s bed was ignited by an 
open flame, possibly a match or 
lighter, while he attempted to light 
a cigerette. He was alone in the 
room at the time 
The alarm came in at about 5 p.m . 
Friday, causing Fire doors on the 
12-bed wing to close automatically, 
according to Community Relations 


Director Maureen S. Camps. Mem- 
bers of the nursing staff, assisted by 
some patients, evacuated the 24 pa- 
tients in that wing and in two other 
wings on the fourth floor, to other 
areas of the hospital. 

The fire was contained to 
Gacioch s room and caused an esti- 
mated $40,000 to $50,000 in dam- 
ages. Warfield said a majority of 
the damage was to the contents of 
the room and smoke damage in thgt 
hospital wing. 


Camps said some patients were 
discharged, where medically feasi- 
ble. so that patients from the wing 
could be relocated and by 9 p.m. 
that evening patients had been re- 
turned to their rooms in the other 
two wings of the floor. 

The damaged wing remains 
closed for repairs, however, the 
hospital hopes to have it back in ser- 
vice in about a week’s time. 

Camps added that several em- 
ployees and patients were treated 


at the hospital for smoke inhalation 
due to the blaze. 

In all 23 fire Fighters responded to 
the alarm, including five fire fight- 
ers from Westland, who responded 
through the communities' mutual 
aid pact. Three fire engines, one 
ladder truck and three rescues 
were rushed to the scene, and fire 
fighters had the blaze under control 
within 40 minutes of the alarm 


sounding. 

To accommodate hospital visi- 
tors forced to evacuate the hospit- 
al, visiting hours were extended to 
10 : 30 p . m . Friday , Ca mps said . She 
also lauded employees and patients 
for remaining calm during the 
emergency, as well as the show of 
cooperation and understanding on 
the part of patients, who assisted in 
the evacuation.

Freeway Surveillance 

Is SCANDI worth it?

The Detroit Free- 
way’s Surveillance 
Control and Informa- 
tion System (SCAN- 
DI) has received a 
great deal of criticism 
since its inception in 
1977. 

The federally 
funded project is de- 
signed to improve 
safety, driver comfort 
and capacity on Michi- 
gan’s freeways. To 
accomplish this 
SCANDI’s plan in- 
cludes traffic sensors 
to provide information 
on the quality of traf- 
fic, strategically lo- 
cated closed circuit 
televisions to provide 
a picture to authorities 
of what’s happening, 
changeable message 
signs, motorist state 
telephones and ramp 
metering which would 
increase the amount of 
raffic the freeways 
n handle. 

It’s like anything 
else. . . subject to cri- 
ticism. But I don’t 
think that it’s as bad as 
some make it out to 
be,” explained Lt. 
Robert Powers, com- 
manding officer of the 
Administrative office 


for the State Police. 

In 1977 when con- 
struction of the project 
began its cost was tag- 
ged at $3 million. To- 
day the total project’s 
cost is estimated at 
some $32 million. 
Eighty percent of the 
cost will be paid by the 
federal government; 
and a smaller percen- 
tage (approx. 2.5 per- 
cent) will be paid by 
the city of Detroit. 

Herb Crane, project 
director of SCANDI, 
explains it this way, 
“If you went back in 
time and wanted to 
buy a model A and to- 
day you want a Pon- 
tiac, you ’d say ’Oh my 
goodness there has 
been a price change 

Among other things, 
the price change has 
been affected by de- 
sign changes. The 
Changeable Message 
Signs (CMS) seen on 
parts of the Lodge, 
Jefferies, Fisher and 
Chrysler freeways is/ 
one such item not in- 
cluded in SCANDI ori- 
ginal plan. 

They are used for 
advising motorists 
of construction areas 
and to advise motor- 
ists of temporary traf- 
fic blockage. 


“Sometimes we use 
them two and three 
times in one day and 
then maybe we won t 
use them for a week,’’ 
said Lt. Powers. 

Criticism arose be- 
cause the signs are 
often blank. “There’s 
a reason for this," be- 
gan Powers, “there 
have been psycholo- 
gical studies done 
which indicate that a 
constant message 
would be ignored by 
motorists; they’ll look 
at it once and never 
look at it again. . 
Recently the commit- 
tee responsible for the 
CMS has displayed the 
time on some of these 
signs as an experi- 
ment. 

The 70 motorist 
. state telephone instal- 
led over 1/3 mile along 


1-94 was not included 
in the original design 
of SCANDI. It pro- 
vides a valuable ser- 
vice to motorists, by 
allowing those in need 
of help to report 
directly to an 
emergency com- 
munications system at 
the state police head- 
quarters. 

“In the past people 
either had to walk up 
topside and take the 
chance of getting mug- 
ged, or robbed or 
raped or whatever; or 
they had to sit in their 
cars and wait for a pat- 
rol car to come 
along. . explained 
Powers. 

“But, now they can 
walk a minimal dis- 
tance. . . and they’re

Simmons says he’ll sue community college

The Wayne County Community 
College Board of Trustees may 
have won the battle, but ousted col- 
lege president. Richard Simmons is 
preparing to go to the courts to win 
the war. 

The board voted 4-3 during an un- 
usual Sunday session to terminate 
Simmons’ contract and put him on a 
leave of absence. The board 
approved a motion offered by trus- 
tee John K. Grylls, of Grosse 
Pointe, not to extend Mr. Simmons’ 
term of employment. 

After receiving support from 
trustee Doris J. Miller, the resolu- 
tion was approved when trustee and 
board president George Bell and 


Michael E . Murray joined the coali- 
tion. 

Casting “nay’’ votes and giving 
the president a “vote of confi- 
dence” were trustees James R 
McCartney of Westland. Juanita C. 
Ford of Hamtramck. and Dr. 
Elmore M. Kennedy of Detroit. 

WCCC serves approximately 
22,000 students and has recently 
opened the doors to a multimillion 
dollar Western Region branch of 
the community college in Van 
Buren. The college services many 
local and area students. 

McCartney, who unsuccessfully 
spearheaded the drive to retain 
Simmons, viewed the action by the 


majority of the board as a ‘power 
play”. * 

“One of my major concerns is 
the injustice which appears to 
have been done here,” McCartney 
said. “There were no specific 
charges or reasons for discharging 
Mr. Simmons. In my mind it 
appears to me that this is some sort 
of power play by these who voted to 
oust President Simmons.” 

There have been strong indica- 
tions that Bell covets the title and 
job held by Simmons who was hired 
in December of 1980 amidst con- 
troversy and legal entangements in 
the wake of the former president of 
the college.

“The point of all this is that when 
you look at the comparisons — 
where we are and where everyone 
else is — I'm beginning to think we 
didn’t properly present this picture 
to our people. 

“I understand that the economy 
is tough, but I also think that there 
are a couple of mills we re not 
levying.

The board 
earlier this year voted to close the 
two elementary schools and divide 
the pupils among neighboring 
schools. That area also rejected the 
latest millage.

Canton Township fire fighter^ 
responded to a grass fire using the apparatus and found that there 
water in the tank with which to fight the blaze. Utilizing other equipment 
from other responding vehicles, the blaze was extinguished, but the fire 
fighters were suspended from duty, without pay, for six days as a result ot 
the incident. 


The firemen argued that the truck had been recently repaired and the 
water drained from the tanks so that the weight could be accommodated on 
a hoist for mechanical repairs and that no one had ever specifically 
directed them to fill the tanks or make a visual check to insure that the 
tanks were full. They filed a grievance through the local union which 
eventually ended with the arbitrator’s decision that it was. in fact, not the 
men’s responsibility, and the fire fighters were due their back pay for the 
six days in question.

Sludge: 

Another alternative? 

H. F. Campbell, the prominent engineer-builder from Bellevil- 
le, appeared before the Romulus Planning Commission last 
week with a tempting offer. Since the city and DetRo Recovery 
were deadlocked over the issue of building a sludge-to-fertilizer 
plant, Campbell offered to cut the Gordian knot by suggesting an 
alternative site to construct the controversial plant. 

The articulate Campbell pointed out that the DetRo project did 
have merit; that the plant would bring in necessary tax monies 
to help solve the city and schools' financial problems and that he 
would construct the sludge warehouses in a way to minimize.any 
odor. 

The offer was tempting. Campbell was convincing. In fact, he 
set himself up as the inspirational figure that “would bring the 
divided city together.” 

Campbell should be commended for his offer. 

However, there is a saying about a rose by any other name . . . 

Sludge stinks. But that’s not the singular problem with the 
DetRo project. There are too many loose ends and if they are tied 
together it may result in the strangulation of what is a vibrant 
and viable city. 

The courts are deciding the legality of the DetRo application. 

And the Romulus Planning Commission had no alternative but 
to reject, at present, Campbell’s generous offer to resolve the 
problem. 


The great cheese giveaway 



There are several subjects or topics I could 
lamentate, remonstrate, complain or discuss 
that tick me off. But time and space would not 
permit. With that in mind, I have chosen to ex- 
press my views on 2 subjects-namely , the feder- 
al cheese give-away program and the recent 
controversial tax break Congress voted itself. 

In the newspaper accounts of the passage of 
the tax break, the one word that prompted me to 
vent my feelings on this subject was “unsub- 
stantiated.” Our lofty law-makers in Washing- 
ton passed a tax break of $75 a day in unsub- 
stantiated living expenses for themselves. 

How dare they? We, everyday, ordinary 
citizens must be prepared if need be to verify, 
pr - -"hstantiate each and every deduc- 

on our tax returns. 

_ to get a 5 lb. bo^ of 
cheese valudcTat less than ten dollars, they must 
meet several guidelines. 

They must present all identification they pos- 
sess, bare their souls and in some cases some of 
their dignity, before they can walk out with that 
prize box of cheese. 

All senior citizens are not considered eligible 
for this precious block of gold under the eligibil- 
ity rules. Many have been denied. But our well- 
heeled law makers can reap a $75 a day deduc- 
tion without substantiating anything. 

Always able to rationalize their self-serving 
actions, this time the excuse used was the ex- 
pense of maintaining two residences. Fairness 
and justification are missing in the passage of 
this bill. 

The assistant director of the IRS Legislation 
and Regulation Division has promised to review 
this latest self-benefitting caper by our law- 
makers. 

Isn’t it strange, anytime rules, restrictions or 
guidelines are being considered for the “little” 
man, in and everything goes. Even rules that 
border on the ridiculous. For instance, recently 
someone suggested considering food stamps as 
part of a family's income. 

Another interesting apect of the passage of the 
tax break was the fact it was attached to the end 
of the Black Lung bill, and it was passed by a 
voice vote, there is no individual record of voting 
available. 

How can we instill honesty, fair play, charac- 
ter and ethics in our youth, the citizens of tomor- 
row, when they read and are aware of such 
sneakiness, and just plain unfairness on the part 
of the highest level of government in our 
country? 

Seventy-five dollars a day, adds up to a lot of 
money, $20,000 in fact. Much more than a lot of 


people make in an entire year. Yet someone in 
the higher echelon wrote guidelines that would 
deny a box of cheese to a senior citizen, if during 
their working years, they managed to purchase 
a home. 

Why not give all senior citizens and other too, 
a box of cheese . It ’s not as though they are going 
to establish a financial empire or dynasty. If 
they do sell it, as there have been reports of, they 
will never get rich doing so. 

It was a dumb act in the first place to have 
such a tremendous supply of it and other foods, 
stored in warehouses — while literally 
thousands of people in these United States of 
America are hungry. 

This is a case of “wrong” being “right.” It is 
“right” because the “haves” wrote and passed 
the law. 

The day will never come when they will write 
and pass a law helping the “havenots” to the 
tune of even half of seventy-five dollars a day. 

Kudos to the citizens who took pen in hand to 
write and protest the passage of this bill to the 
IRS. The last report I read listed 37,000 letters 
being delivered to the IRS. If the pressure is 
unrelenting, perhaps the IRS will pursue, in- 
vestigate and repeal this blatant “slap in the 
face to the poor” law.

There was a birthday of sorts cele- 
brated in this area recently by more 
than 400 citizens. We feel that the not- 
able event warrants our belated con- 
gratulations, even though we missed 
the celebration. 

Moreover, the birthday is the pro- 
duct of the divisiveness between the 
Wayne County Commissioners and 
their nemesis, Sheriff William 
Lucas 

The brilliantly stubborn Luqas 
was asked to disband his Road Pat- 
rol, a patrol that provided law and 
order to Romulus, Van Buren and 
other surrounding communities. As 
history will recall, Lucas gave in not 
because he wanted to, but because 
the dollars were just not there to pay 
the bills. 

So Romulus decided to organize a 
police department of its own. Its 
first. And it found a veteran state 
trooper, Donald Flood, to serve as 
police chief. 

Flood and three other retirees 
from various law enforcement agen- 
cies have put together a staff of 35, 
which includes 27 police officers who 
handle traffic, investigation and ev- 
ery other thing an officer does. 

“We’re very proud of our accom- 
plishments,” Flood noted during an 
“Open House” which commemo- 
rated the historic first year. “The 
officers like it out here, and it’s our 
understanding that the citizens like 
having their own police depart- 
ment.” 

One of the obvious reasons why re- 
sidents apparently have taken to the 
new department is that it is close by. 
“Response time is quicker,” Flood 
says, “and now if a resident needs a 
traffic report he doesn’t have to drive 
over to the Sheriff’s Department to 
get it.” 

There is criticism, however, {.hat 
the officers don’t reside in the city 
and many live in Detroit or surround- 
ing communities. 

“The message I’m trying to get 
out,” said Chief Flood, “is that the 
residency rule is a silly one. Most 
people and politicians realize it. You 
don't have to live here to be able to do 
a good job and still be involved in the 
community. 

“And that is the way our officers 
feel,” Flood continued. "They like it 
out here. They do a good job. and just 
because they don't live here in town 
really doesn’t have any bearing on 
their job performance." 

Housed in a school building, Flood 
said that if anyone were to give his 
department “a' birthday present” he 
would like to see his people someday 
get a modern facility “so that we can 
provide all the necessary police ser- 
vices this city needs.” 

That’s not a modest birthday gift. 

However, maybe Max Fisher will 
read this and take out his checkbook.

— Charity begins at home So, 
when General Foods Corporation 
recently built a water retention sys- 
tem to control flooding of its West- 
chester County. N.Y headquarters, 
they built it to prevent flooding 
downstream too. During Blind 
Brook’s annual spring rampage 
through Rye. N Y.. residents used 
to evacuate by rowboat . 

Here are three instances where 
private enterprise is assuming re- 
sponsibility for services formerly 
provided by government 
Now that Washington is turning 


many functions back to states and 
localities, such philanthropy is even 
more important. 

And businesses are becoming 
very selective about projects they 
fund. Those that win private sup- 
port tend to illustrate the slogan, 
“Charity begins at home ” 

They are programs with results. 
Creative results that either im- 
prove business or stretch tax dol- 
lars They bear marked differences 
from philanthropies of old. 
Businessmen used to fund social 
services directly, say, by setting up 
an orphanage. These days com- 
panies want to promote self help 
They give time, material and 
money to agencies that strive to 
keep families together They en- 
courage natural support networks 
like Alcoholics Anonymous, and 
neighborhood improvement orga- 
nizations. 

Each company has its own style 
of giving Some ventures require 
out-and-out donation of property. 


equipment or service, as the Gener- 
al Foods project did Some offer 
technical assistance from their pro- 
fessional staff. Others encourage 
employees to foster cooperation be- 
tween the public and private sector. 
Such leadership generally results in 
improved communications be- 
tween business and government 

Certain kinds of businesses set up 
contractual agreements with local 
government agencies for provision 
of service to citizens. The firms 
may make money in the process — 
but they often give the public far

Then there is Michael Adler, 
president of Progressive Industries 
in Montgomery County (Dayton), 
Ohio. He offered his organizational 
ability to seek greater cooperation 
between businesses and govern- 
ment He formed a committee of 45 
community leaders that addressed 
over 153 regional problems “As a 
result of Mr. Adler’s leadership and 
vision. Montgomery County has de- 
veloped three long-range strategic 
plans for growth,” says Commis- 
sioner George Ferguson 
Government Powers 

To gain greater cooperation from 
business, officials use government 
tools such as regulation and dereg- 
ulation, administrative reform, tax 
policy or contracts for service. 


Clackamas County, Oregon’s new 
methane plant at Jack Palmer’s 
landfill is an example of several of 
these measures. Parker owns Ross- 
man’s landfill in Oregon City. The 
county franchises garbage collec- 
tion and sets the rate truckers pay 
him to dump. When environmental 
problems developed. Parker 
wanted the county to increase 
dumping fees to defray the $4.7 mil- 
lion cost of burning noxious gases. 

A pollution liability became an 
energy asset. Parker decided to 
“repay” the county for its assist- 
ance— and the neighbors for endur- 
ing the stench His “gift” included 
20 percent profit from sale of elec- 
tricity generated by the landfill’s 
methane, a $3.5 million personal in- 
vestment in the plant, and free heat 
for county facilities. 

Obviously, businesses dori’t simp- 
ly shell out money anymore. They 
want to make sure the public sector 
is making best use of all available 
resources — even garbage.

Ask your mother about 
the amount of time I spent with 
her and Mr. Toms helping with 
All-City Choir when it began — 
making uniforms, helping with 
practices, etc.) 

Throughout the recall I have 
continued my volunteer work in 
the school. 

The letter writer has apparent- 
ly never taken the time to talk to 
me at any meeting. He has 
chosen to form his own opinion. 
Teachers have not been put 
down. 

A Contract has been disputed 
and it seems like only a handuful 
of edifcators are having a hard 
time realizing the recall does not 
state we are recalling these peo- 
ple because teachers are bad or 
evil or anything else. I have done 
NO NAME CALLING, although I 
have been called various things. 
THE RECALL states the VOTE 
ON TkE CONTRACT as reason 
for recall. 


I think the people who keep 
writing about how bad we say 



teachers are (when we haven’t) 
either have hidden motives or 
need a lesson in reading. Find 
one instance I have knocked 
teachers personally or personal- 
ly attacked their jobs. 

This is simply, very simply, a 
question of the vote by school 
board members on a contract. It 
happened to be the teachers’ con- 
tract, not the teachers them- 
selves. 

No one blames the teachers. 
Most didn’t eVen know this was 
coming. If someone handed me a 
7 to 9% raise I d take it, especial- 
ly since my family has just taken 
concessions — not deferments. 

I am getting sick and tired of a 
handful of people who work in 
our district (many of whom do 
not even live in our district) mak- 
ing rash statements and not 
listening. Not listening to what 
the public was saying helped 
cause this recall. These people 
don’t know me or take the time to 
attend Board meetings, includ- 
ing you, Mr. Potter. I know you 
are a future taxpayer and voter 
but it is never too early to learn to 
get your facts straight. 

So many of you don’t realize 
parents are also important. We 
produce the children and pay the 
taxes that pay the salaries. With- 
out us none of you would have 
jobs. (I have not contributed to 
declining enrollment r— I have 
six children. We care about our 
kids and about where our money 
goes.) 

If we hated teachers so, would 
we entrust in their hands our 
most precious possessions, our 
children? Because we have a dif- 
ference of opinion does not mean 
we are out to destroy the school 
district. 

A lot of thought went into this 
recall.

85% of our pie goes for salaries 
and 15% for contractual benefits 
and what’s left over goes for our 
kids, it’s time to stop. 

I feel for the employees who 
just had a deferred payday be- 
cause of waiting for anticipated 
funds. What happens when the 
State runs out of anticipation 9 
How do we fund salaries then? 
Now is the time for the “People” 
to be heard. 

Take the time to look at both 
sides, Mr. Potter. Attend Board 
Meetings and study sessions 
(they are open to the public). I 
have attended Board Meetings 
for years. I have not seen you 
there. Take the time at next 
meeting to talk to me. 

I know both your parents are 
teachers. No one is putting them 
down. It' is very honorable for 
you to defend them but your pa- 
rents are not the contract that 
has caused the recall.

‘Save the Children ’ 
in Middle East crisis 


EDITOR — The new outbreak 
of violence in Lebanon has 
claimed the lives of thousands of 
victims while leaving countless 
more homeless, without access 
to even the most basic necessi- 
ties of life. The International Red 
Cross estimates that over 300.000 
are homeless; others put the Fi- 
gure closer to one half million 

In the rural areas, whole com- 
munities have fled, many of 
them huddling on open beaches, 
scavenging for food and water 
Beirut itself is engulfed in fear, 
death and destruction. Empty 
streets and shuttered shops 
stand amid the unremitting 
shelling Stunned and grieving 
families stretch from one end of 
this tiny country to the other 

And. as always, it is the chil- 
dren who are the most vulner- 
able. Moving from place to place 
looking for what might tempor- 
arily be safe shelter, sleeping on • 
open staircases or in empty

If you enjoy being outdoors but 
can’t get away to a favorite woods 
or lake as often as you’d like, it 
might be fun to create an outdoor 
setting at home. 

Building a terrarium is a way of 
bringing the outdoors indoors, in 
miniature. A terrarium is a replica 
of an outdoor scene, complete with 
soil, plants, small animals, even 
rain. 

Best of all, you can make the kind 
of scene that you want using trees, 
flowers, moss, lichens, logs and 


other interesting features. 

To begin, you need a clear glass 
container. A wide-mouth gallon jar 
or old aquarium is excellent. 

Place a layer of pebbles about 
an inch thick in the bottom and add 
an inch of soil. Use the same dirt as 
that found where the plants will be 
obtained. 

Select groups of plants that natur- 
ally grow together. Seedling trees, 
ferns, moss, other small plants that 
won’t exceed the height of the ter- 
rarium are best. Use enough extra 
dirt to cover the roots, and place 
larger plants at the rear of the 
scene. 


Add rocks, wood, other natural, 
decorative elements but don’t over- 
crowd the scene. 

Wet the soil but don’t make it sog- 
gy and cover the terrarium with a 
sheet of plastic, jar lid, or glass so it 
is airtight. 

The plants will make oxygen, and 
moisture will condense on the lid 
and trickle down the sides. Don’t set 
the terrarium in direct sunlight as 
this may overheat the plants and 
kill them.

Firefighters complete training 


No one can dispute the fact that 
Fires can be dangerous. Fatal. And 
can cost residents and taxpayers 
millions of dollars each year. 

To better prepare their manpow- 
er to fight Fires, the Romulus Fire 
Department recently sent mem- 
bers of its force to the State’s Certi- 
fication Courses. 

Local firefighters who attended 
the seminar included: Kaminsky, 
Kobylas, Lagness, McDonald, 
Blackburn, Bulliginol, DuFore, 
Evens, Green, Marcouiller, Min- 
ner, Payne, Stephens and Thomas. 

The state certification course is 
designed to meet minimum re- 
quirements for Firefighters in the 
area of rescue, fire supression, sal- 
vage and gives the participants an 
over-all good solid base from which 
continued training is performed at 
the individual stations, according to 
Fire Lt. John Connor. 

The 66-hour training course is but 


the First of a series of four phases of 
training offered by the Michigan 
Firefighters’ Training Council. 

One member of the Romulus Fire 
Department has recently com- 
pleted the 240-hour training which is 
what most full-time departments 
require, while four others have re- 
cently finished the third phase of 
the training. 

It’s a lot to ask of the men to

Van Buren 
talks aimed 
at tornado 

emergency 

The recent wave of 
bad weather has 
prompted a need to up- 
date emergency proc- 
edures in Van Buren 
Township, according 
to Doreen Craven, 
township clerk who 
also serves as fire 

.commander. 

Mrs. Craven called 
for a special meeting 
last night of the Safety 
Commission to discuss 
emergency prepared- 
ness and to take prop- 
er steps to safeguard 
township residents if 
and when a tornado 
struck the township or 
the immediate 
vicinity. 

The township 
adopted an emergen- 
cy disaster plan in 
January of 1978, 
however, Mrs. Craven 
stressed that “contact 
persons’ names need 
to be updated as well 
as current siren sig- 
nals and procedures 
renewed.” 

Craven reiterated 
the local signal in- 
dicating a tornado 
warning. 

“A tornado warning 
means a tornado has 
been sighted in the 
area and that resi- 
dents should im- 
mediately take cover. 
The siren will blast for 
a four-minute period 
— a steady blast and is 
unlike the wavering 
blast for a fire. 

“Then, when the all 
clear is given, there is 
a one minute on, one 
minute off siren which 
is repeated three 
times,” Mrs. Craven 
said.

Residents of Romulus Towers 
are participating in a new SEM- 
TA transit program that began 
operation last November The 
program, called site-to-site. en- 
ables groups of 10 or more senior 
citizens to travel — at the same 
time every day or every week — 
from their homes to any location 
within a six-mile radius and back 
home again. 

“You wouldn’t believe how 
cooperative the SEMTA staff has 
been in the three months that 
we’ve been participants of the 
program.” said Josephine Ocel- 
vany, a one and one-half year re- 
sident of Romulus Towers and 
coordinator for the site-to-site 
outings for her building. 

“We signed up to take a trip to 
Southland every Wednesday, but 
everyone got bored going to the 
same place every week. I called 
SEMTA and they were extreme- 
ly cooperative; now we travel to 
Southland. Westland and K-Mart 
on a rotating basis. 

i’m sure that the diversity of 
the outings will attract more re- 
sidents to the program ; the 10-15 
regular riders certainly are 
satisfied. ” 

SEMTA ’s site-to-site program 
currently carries more than 750 
seniors from 31 tri-county area 
senior citizen residential com- 
plexes to more than 40 different 
sites each week. 

Well over 300 citizens in Wayne 
County alone are finding SEMTA 
small bus CONNECTOR site-to- 
sites a reliable, convenient and 
inexpensive method of getting 
around on a regular basis. 

A total of 26 scheduled site-to- 
sites are currently operated in 
Wayne County, servicing 18 
senior citizen complexes in nine 
different municipalities.

“I’ve 
been a long-time supporter of 
public transit and I believe that 
the site-to-site program provides 
transit when and where people 
need it. It’s a great program be- 
cause it’s convenient and inex- 
pensive.” 

The program not only benefits 
senior citizens, it also benefits 
area merchants. For example, 
several of the Wayne County site- 
to-site destinations are Farmer 


Jack’s supermarkets. “We re 
delighted to have the site-to-site 
program operating,” said 
Robert Marquart, vice president 
of public relations for Borman’s 
Incorporated, parent company 
of Farmer Jack’s. “We have 
made a conscious decision to pro- 
vide as many conveniences — 
check cashing, postal service 
and a pharmacy — for senior 
citizens as we can. The SEMTA 
site-to-site program helps senior 
citizens to avail themselves of 
the many services we provide on 
a regular basis.” 

A site-to-site is simple to sche- 
dule. All you have to do is 
arrange for at least 10 people 
who would like to travel together 
from the same place at the same 
time every day or every week. 
Designate one individual who 
will serve as the transportation 
coordinator for the group. 

The transportation coorc^na- 
tor will then be responsible for 
placing a call with the local SEM- 
TA CONNECTOR small bus ser- 
vice in the area and making a 


standing reservation. The day 
before the CONNECTOR is sche- 
duled to arrive, the transporta-, 
tion coordinator will be responsi- 
ble for surveying the senior 
citizens to find out the exact 
number who plan to use the ser- 
vice and then phone the number 
in to the SEMTA CONNECTOR 
office. 

While the majority of SEMTA 
site-to-site trips are currently 
arranged from senior citizen 
apartment complexes, anyone 
can arrange to schedule a trip 
Neighborhood travelers, howev- 
er, would have to arrange to 
meet at one central location on a 
regular basis. SEMTA site-to- 
site trips may be arranged week- 
days between the hours of 6 a m. 
and 6 p.m. Fares are determined 
by the length of the trip and 
senior and handicapped citizens 
ride for half fare.

Cash flow update is tied 
to county plan for layoffs 


Still trying to work their way out 
of a projected $17 million deficit, 
Wayne County Commissioner 
recently postponed further action 
on County-wide layoffs until they 
receive an updated cash flow state- 
ment from the Board of Auditors. 

Hard-line Republican Commis- 
sioners Ervin R. Steiner, Jr., Wil- 
liam J. Runco and Mary E Dumas 
insisted on facing the facts now” 
rather than delaying the situation, 
but the majority opted to await the 
Auditors’ report. 

Addressing County Fiscal Advi- 
sor Edward E. Bobowski, Commis- 
sioner Arthur M. Blackwell asked 
for an updated estimate of the num- 
ber of lay-offs that will be required 
to balance the budget beginning Au- 
gust 11th. 

“Before we start playing that 
game again,” Bobowski countered, 
”you tell me — first — which de- 
partments are going to get exemp- 
tions.” 

“All I’m tryingtodo.” said Black- 
well. “is to give the unions an idea of 
what to expect if the one mill in- 
crease fails on the August 10 
ballot.” 


Commissioner Jarrette Sim- 
mons, who suggested waiting for 
the audit report, argued that the 
Board could not proceed intelligent- 
ly until all the facts and figures con- 
cerning the present budget situa- 
tion are made available. 

Runco, still maintaining that the 
commissioners should take a realis- 
tic view of the circumstances, and 
decrying any type of tax increase, 
said the millage vote will go down to 
defeat in August. “If it passes,” he 
challenged, “then I’ll quit.”* 

“Labor contracts are running out 
June 30,” he persisted, “and I be- 
lieve we can still get concessions 
from the employees when they real- 
ize the County will have to virtually 
shut down if they don’t reach some 
type of agreement.” 

The layoff of 670 employees was 
averted earlier this month when un- 
ion and county negotiating teams 
failed to arrive at a settlement on 
concessions and the Sheriff and 
Prosecuting Attorney sought court 
exemptions of lay-offs in their de- 
partments. As a last resort, com- 
missioners were forced to seek a 
one mill increase for one year.

Sausage stuffing 


to enhance vegetables 


A platter of fresh vegetables stuffed to over- 
flowing with a delicious sausage/spinach/cheese 
mixture is sure to add appetizing appeal and 
nutrition to your next party. 

All can be made ahead and refrigerated until 
just before serving time suggests The National 
Hot Dog & Sausage Council. Vegetables best 
suited to stuffing include tomatoes, onions, 
mushrooms and artichokes. 

STUFFING (approximately 4 cups): 

1 10-oz. package frozen chopped spinach, de- 
frosted and drained 

3 A cup ricotta cheese, drained if necessary 

1 egg 

Vi teaspoon garlic powder 
Vz teaspoon oregano 
Vz teaspoon fennel 
y< teaspoon basil 
V « teaspoon nutmeg 

2 tomatoes, chopped 

Vt cup grated mozzarella cheese 
Salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 
Vi pound mild Italian sausage 
Parmesan cheese 

Remove sausage from casing, cover with water 
and bring to a boil. Lower heat and simmer for 
about 30 minutes. Drain 
Put sausage in mixing bowl or food processor. 
Add defrosted and drained spinach, ricotta 
cheese, garlic powder, nutmeg, tomatoes and 


mozzarella cheese. Blend until well mixed, but 
not pureed. Do not overmix. Fill vegetables and 
sprinkle with parmesan cheese. 

STUFFED TOMATOES: Cut out stem end of 
large, fresh tomatoes Hollow out center with 
grapefruit knife and fill with stuffing niixture. 
Sprinkle with parmesan cheese. Bake in 400" F 
oven for 30 minutes if at room temperature, 40 
minutes if refrigerated. 

ONIONS: Peel and blanch onions — 10 minutes 
for large. 5 to 7 minutes for smaller onions. Cut off 
slice from root end. Scoop out centers with fork to 
get onion •shells.” (Several shells can be made 
from one large onion.) Sprinkle with parmesan 
cheese. Bake in 400° F oven for 30 minuses if at 
room temperature, 40 minutes if refrigerated. 

MUSHROOMS: Wash mushrooms thoroughly 
and remove stems. Fill with mixture and sprinkle 
with parmesan cheese. Place on baking sheet and 
bake in 400 c F oven for 10 to 15 minutes. 

ARTICHOKES: Cut off top and trim side 
leaves Cover immediately with water in large 
kettle adding 1 tablespoon lemon juice and one 
clove garlic. Bring to a boil. Cover, lower heat 
and continue cooking for 30 to 45 minutes. Re- 
move from kettle when tender and drain thor- 
oughly. Remove pulp from center of artichokes 
and fill with stuffing mixture. Bake in 400' F oven 
for 30 minutes, or until heated through

So many of the things we use day in and day out have been around 
for many moons (as the Indians did NOT say) and we've become so 
accustomed to having and using them that we rarely, if ever, give 
thought as to their origins. 

Take something as ordinary as the comb Did you know that the 
first ones were made from animal horns, flattened out° Or that the 
first commercial comb factory in the U S. was opened in 1759 by 
Enoch Noyes of West Newbury’ Mass ? They ’ve been with us (and in 
so many shapes and materials) for 223 years, imagine that! 

One of the most common substances used for combs these days is 
plastic and that word, you might like to know, comes from the Greek 
“plastikos” which means ‘ able to be molded.” 

SOMETHING WE THINK of as being almost as American as the 
stars and stripes since, in a single day in the States. 500 million cups 
of it are consumed, is not really American at all. We’ve simply 
adopted the dark, often bitter, most times hot, occasionally iced 
beverage as our national eye-opener and put away 8.1 pounds of it per 
person per year. 

Even the word is imported and comes from the Italian “caffe ”, 
which in turn, came from the Arabic “qahwah’ meaning “a drink 
made from berries/’ 

And modern technology has made it possible for the stuff to be 
brewed and ready for you to pour the minute the alarm sounds. Or 
you can wander to the microwave and, like the average owner of one, 
will use it most often to boil water for coffee than for anything else. 

But, betcha didn’t know it takes the annual harvest of an entire tree 
for a single pound of ground coffee. Or that some experts estimate 
that coffee is second only to petroleum as the world’s largest item of 
international commerce. 

And, one of these years if you’d care to keep track, you can find out 
if YOU are an average American since “that person” is said to put 
away 560 cups of coffee each year.

Romulus Historical Society 


obtain 122 year old map 


The Romulus Historical Society has added a 
“gem” to its history section. A Wayne County 
map, dated 1860 which indicates the name of 
each landowner, has been donated to the 
society. 

“This map is valuable tool for anyone doing 
genealogical research or local history studies,” 
said Pearl Varner, vice president of the society. 
“The map is divided into townships, so finding 
Romulus is not difficult.” 

The border of the map has artistic drawings 
and additional information about the county. It 
has some signs of wear but considering it is 122 
years old it looks well preserved. 

The Romulus Historical Society has had the 
map deacidifed to prevent any further decay by 
acid in the environment. The map has also been 
professionally framed by Devonshire Framing, 
Pleasant Ridge. The company primarily does 
historic type framinh with unert materials and 
special care. Due to the fact that this map is 
approximately 5 feet by 5 feet it was a sizeable 
job to frame. 

The map was secured for the society by Mayor 


William M. Oakley of Romulus. The original 
donor of the 1860 map was the Peter Roulo 
Family of Van Buren Township Much thanks to 
these historic minded individuals. 

The cost of deacidification and framing was 
donated by the following individuals : Rev . Alvin 
Burton, Bennett and Genevieve Dugan, 
Frederick W. & Helen Hay, Kenneth Krueger, 
Pearl Morris, Nell Sheppard. The map is now 
being hung in the Mayor s Office at Romulus 
City Hall. 

All those wishing to see and study the map are 
welcomed to do so. It is available Monday 
through Friday during the hours of 9 a.m.

Last week I explained the 
possible penalties for the traffic 
offense of operating under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor 

(O.V.I.L.). 

Today, I will explain them for 
the lesser included offense of 
operating a vehicle after impair- 
ment of ability due to consump- 
tion of intoxicating liquor 
(O.V.I.). A person charged with 


O.U.I.L. may be found guilty of 
the lesser charge O.V.I. instead. 

A person convicted of violating 
the O.V.I. statute is guilty of a 
misdemeanor, may be punished 
by imprisonment for not more 
than 90 days, or a fine of not more 
than $300 or both plus costs of the 
prosecution. 

On a second and subsequent 
conviction ; the person is guilty of 


a misdemeanor, punishable by 
imprisonment for not more than 
one year, or a fine of not more 
than $1000.00 or both. 

In addition to the above, such 
person will receive 4 points on 
their driving record. 

Play it safe, do not drink and 
drive. The two do not mix and 
can only get you into trouble. 
Sooner or later you will be 
caught.
